The  one  hundred  and  seventh  General  Court  of  the  Preuminary 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  ^'^wii""**"- 
House  in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
being  the  sixth  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  of  the  Independence  of 
the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  tenth. 
And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
having  assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were 
called  to  order  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.  byTVIr.  George  Cow- 
drey  of  Stoneham,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Waldron  of  Boston. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bent  of  Cambridge, —

WEDNESDAY,  JANUARY  6,   1886. 

Gentlemen  op  the  House  : 

For  this  generous  expression  of  your  confidence  and 
regard  I  most  cordially  thank  you.     To  be  chosen  by 
one*d  fellow-citizens  to  represent  them  in  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives  of  Massachusetts  is  a  distinction  not  to 
be   lightly   esteemed ;    to   be   selected   by   one's  fellow- 
members  of  this  House  to  act  as  their  presiding  officer 
is  a  compliment  which   no  man   can   fail  to  appreciate 
and  prize.     With  a  deep  sense  of  my  obligations  to  you 
for  assigning  me  to  this  position,  and  an  equal  sense  of 
the  responsibilities  which  it  involves,  I  accept  the  trust 
which  you   have  committed   to   me.     We   enter   to-day 
upon  what  promises  to  be  an  important  session  of  the 
Legislature.     Many   subjects   of  great    moment   to    the 
people  generally,  many  others  which  concern  particular 
localitieb,   others   still    that  relate   to   special   industrial 
and  business  interests,  are  to  come  before  us  for  our 
consideration   and    action.     It    is   not    for   me    by   any 
words  to-day  to  indicate   what  your  action   should   be 
upon  any  of  these  subjects,  or  by  the  exercise  of  any 
powers  with  which  this  office  invests  me  to  attempt  to 
influence   that  action.     The  people    have   the   i:ight  to 
come  to  the  General  Court  to  make  known  their  griev- 
ances and  to  submit  such  recommendations  as  seem  to 
them    expedient    for    promoting    the    public    welfare. 
Every  measure  proposed   is   entitled   to   be   considered 
and  decided   according   to   its  justice   and    expediency, 
regardless   of   the   eflfect    which   its   decision    may   have 
upon   other  measures.     The   practice   which   sometimes 
prevails   in   legislative    bodies   of  securing    support   for 
favorite  measures,   or  opposition   to   those  not  desired, 
by  agreeing  as  a  consideration  therefor  to  vote  for  or 
against  other  measures,  —  the  practice  known   in  com- 
mon parlance  as  legislative  log-rolling,  —  is  one  at  all 
times  to  be  deprecated  and  condemned ;   and  I  may  be 
pardoned  for  expressing  the  hope  that  in  this  Legisla- 
ture   the    practice    may   be    unknown,   and    that   every 
question   may   be    decided    solely   upon   its   merits   and 
independently  of  every  other  question  whatsoever.     It 
is,   of  course,   impracticable    for  either    branch   of   the 
Legislature  as  a  body  to  make  the  preliminary  investi- 
gations, concerning  the  various  subjects  for  legislative 
action.     For  this  purpose  a  resort  to  the  instrumentalily 
of   committees    is    necessary.     A    committee   is   not   a 
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tribunal  to  decide  the  questions  referred  to  it,  but  its 
function  is  to  ascertain  the  facts,  to  listen  to  the  arguments 
and  to  report  its  conclusions  to  the  body  whose  servant 
it  is,  giving  that  body  the  benefit  of  the  information  it 
has  acquired  to  enable  it  to  act  intelligently  and  justly 
when  the  question  comes  up  for  consideration.  The 
influence  of  a  committee's  report,  however,  is  important. 
In  many  cases,  especially  where  the  subjects  are  not  of 
general  interest,  its  recommendations  are  adopted  with- 
out debate.  It  is  accordingly  to  be  expected  that  great 
interest  should  be  taken  in  the  composition  of  these 
bodies.  The  desire  to  serve  upon  a  committee  is  a 
very  natural,  and,  as  a  rule,  a  commendable  one,  for 
thus  a  legislator  can  make  more  eSective  the  service 
he  desires  to  render  the  public.  Very  gratifying  would 
it  be  to  the  Chair  if  he  could  appoint  every  member  to 
at  least  one  committee  of  importance.  This,  however, 
under  existing  limitations  he  has  not  the  power  to  do. 
By  consulting  the  Manual  it  can  readily  be  seen  that 
the  number  of  eligible  places  is  less  than  the  whole  num- 
ber of  members  of  the  House.  Under  these  circum- ' 
stances  the  Chair  labors  under  an  embarrassment  of 
riches.  To  make  wise  selections  from  the  large  number 
of  candidates  presented  for  each  leading  committee,  to 
carefully  consider  their  respective  claims  and  qualifica- 
tions, to  be  fair  and  impartial  to  those  having  diverse 
views  and  representing  difi'erent  constituencies  —  is  one 
of  the  first  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  duties  of  the 
presiding  oflicer.  To  discharge  these  duties  acceptably 
will  be  my  earnest  endeavor,  and  hoping  that  the  work 
of  the  session  upon  which  we  are  entering  will  be  promptly 
begun  and  vigorously  conducted,  and  that  its  results  may 
be  satisfactory  to  ourselves  and  of  value  to  the  Common- 
wealth, I  await  any  motion  for  advancing  the  public  busi- 
ness.

Resolve. 

To  amend  the  Constitution  relative  to  the  qualification  of 
voters  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Senators 
and  Representatives. 

Resolved^  By  both  Houses,  that  it  is  expedient  to  alter 
the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth  by  the  adoption  of 
the  subjoined  article  of  amendment;  and  that  the  said 
article,  being  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  and 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
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lives  present  and  voting  thereon,  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals of  both  Houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon, 
and  referred  to  the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen ;  and 
that  the  said  article  be  published,  to  the  end  that  if  agreed 
to  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution  by  the 
General  Court  next  to  be  chosen,  it  may  be  submitted  to 
the  people  for  their  approval  and  ratification,  in  order 
that  it  may  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Article  of  Amendment. 

So  much  of  article  three  of  the  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Commonwealth  as  is  contained  in  the  fol- 
lowing words :  "And  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself,  or 
his  parent,  master  or  guardian,  any  state  or  county  tax, 
which  shall,  within  two  years  next  preceding  such  elec- 
tion, have  been  assessed  upon  him  in  any  town  or  district 
of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  also  every  citizen  who  shall 
be  by  law  exempted  from  taxation,  and  who  shall  be  in 
all  other  respects  qualified  as  above  mentioned,"  is  hereby 
annulled. 

The  Resolutions  on  the  death  of  General  Winfield  Scott 
Hancock  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and 
are  as  follows:  — 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Representatives  has 
learned,  with  unfeigned  regret,  of  the  death  of  General 
Winfield  Scott  Hancock,  the  hero  of  Gettysburg. 

Reaolvedy  That  the  distinguished  services  rendered  to 
the  cause  of  liberty  and  the  Union  by  that  patriotic  sol- 
dier are  worthy  of  special  recognition  at  this  time. 

Resolved y  That  the  record  of  General  Hancock,  in  pub- 
lic and  private  life,  "  as  stainless  as  his  sword,"  affords  a 
worthy  example  for  the  emulation  of  the  rising  generation 
of  America. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  extended 
upon  the  records  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
that  a  copy  be  forwarded  to  his  bereaved  widow.

Papers  Jrom  the  Senate. 

A  Bill  to  authorize  the  Society  of  Oblate  Fathers  for 
Missions  among  the  Poor  to  hold  real  and  personal  estate 
anywhere  in  the  Commonwealth,  passed  to  be  engrossed 
by  the  Senate,  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  Judiciary. 

The  following  order,  adopted  by  the  Senate  under  a 
suspension  of  the  12th  Joint  Rule,  was  laid  over,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Leahy  of  Boston,  — 

Ch'dered,  That  the  committee  on  Railroads  inquire 
whether  any  further  legislation  is  required  with  regard  to 
formation  of  railroad  corporations,  or  the  operation,  sale 
or  lease  of  railroads  by  purchasers  thereof  at  sale  under 
foreclosure  of  mortgage  thereon. 

The  petitions  of  George  S.  Pierce  and  others,  and  of 
John  n.  Watson  and  others,  —  severally,  for  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  extending  suffrage  to  women, 
were  severally  referred,  in  concurrence,  to  the  committee 
on  Woman  Suffrage. 

The  order  adopted  by  the  House  relative  to  authorizing 
the  committee  on  Printing  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
printing  five  hundred  extra  copies  of  the  commissioners' 
report  on  the  topographical  survey  and  map  of  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  year  1885,  in  a  style  similar  to  that  of 
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last  year,  for  the  use  of  the  commissioners,  came  down 
from  the  Senate  with  the  following  endorsement :  ^<  It  not 
appearing  that  the  12th  Joint  Rule  has  been  suspended  to 
admit  the  within  order,  it  is  respectfully  returned  to  the 
House  of  Representatives.^  On  motions  of  Mr.  Dresser 
of  Boston,  the  rule  was  suspended  and  the  vote  whereby 
the  House  adopted  the  order  was  reconsidered.  The 
question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  order,  on  mo- 
tion of  the  same  gentleman,  the  12th  Joint  Rule  was 
suspended,  and  the  order  was  adopted  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence.

Veto  Message,

ably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  without  civil  service  wUhout'Svii 
examinations,  which  was  read,  as  follows  : —  wleSSnaiions. 

ExBCUTiVE  Dbpartmbnt,  Boston,  June  21,  1886. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

A  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  giving  preference  in  appoint- 
ments to  office  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors 
without  civil  service  examinations,"  has  been  laid  before 
me  for  revisal. 

After  much  thoughtful  deliberation,  I  am  constrained  to 
withhold  my  approval  of  the  bill,  and  I  therefore  return 
it,  with  a  statement  of  objections,  to  your  honorable  body, 
in  which  it  originated. 

The  General  Court  of  1884  enacted  a  statute  to  improve 
the  civil  service  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  cities 
thereof.  Under  its  provisions  commissioners  were  ap- 
pointed and  rules  adopted  and  approved.  Examinations 
have  been  held  for  a  great  variety  of  offices  and  employ- 
ments, and  the  selections  made  thereupon  have  proved 
satisfactory  to  a  very  high  degree.  Prominent  officials  of 
the  State  and  of  the  cities,  members  of  both  the  great 
political  parties,  some  of  whom  doubted  at  the  outset  the 
wisdom  or  efijciency  of  such  legislation,  have  testified 
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openly  to  the  excellent  results  secured  under  the  law  and 
through  its  administration  by  the  commission.  If  there 
has  been  a  single  instance  of  favoritism  or  of  partisan 
interference  or  bias  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners,  or 
any  one  of  them,  or  if  any  applicant  has  been  denied  an 
equal  ajid  fair  chance  with  all  other  competitors  in  the  test 
of  fitness,  information  of  the  fact  has  not  reached  me. 

Though  it  has  not  been  my  duty  so  to  do,  I  have  looted 
into  the  character  and  method  of  examinations,  and  found 
them  notably  free  from  pedantry  and  adapted  in  a  most 
reasonable  degree  to  the  requirements  of  the  various  posi- 
tions. No  tests,  competitive  or  otherwise,  can  be  infalli- 
ble, but  the  aim  is,  as  it  should  be,  to  find  the  fittest 
person  to  perform  certain  specific  duties  which  the  public 
are  interested  to  have  done  promptly,  faithfully  and  capa- 
bly. I  have  noticed,  as  you  have  undoubtedly,  statements 
that  certain  questions,  ridiculously  inappropriate,  have 
been  actually  put  at  the  examinations,  but  such  reports 
are  founded,  as  you  know,  in  misapprehension  and  misin- 
formation, to  say  the  least,  and  are  absolutely  unworthy 
of  serious  consideration. 

When  special  qualifications  and  experience  are  required, 
as  is  often  the  case,  the  examination  is  directed  so  as  to 
test  them ;  but  the  examinations  vary  according  to  the 
kinds  of  duties  to  be  performed.  For  instance,  applicants 
for  clerical  positions  and  those  for  labor  service  are  not 
put  to  the  same  tests.  It  would  be  absurd  so  to  do.  For 
ordinary  labor  service,  applicants  are  not  required  to  read 
or  write ;  they  must  produce  satisfactory  evidence  that 
they  have  sufficient  capacity  to  work  and  that  they  are  of 
industrious  and  sober  habits.  No  fair-minded  person  will 
complain  of  such  requirements. 

The  principles  embodied  in  the  law  now  in  force  under- 
lie the  laws  on  this  subject  operative  in  the  national 
government  and  in  the  State  of  New  York.  So  completely 
does  the  system  of  reform  thus  established  commend  itself 
to  the  great  body  of  the  people  whose  trusts  the  public 
offices  and  employments  are,  that  neither  of  the  great 
political  parties  has  failed  to  approve  the  advance  thus 
secured,  or  to  deprecate  a  return  to  the  old  method  of 
spoils  distribution.  With  the  law  working  so  efiectively 
and  smoothly,  and  sustained  by  so  strong  and  unqualified 
support  in  public  sentiment,  I  cannot  participate  in  any 
measure  that  shall  tend  to  the  impairment  of  the  system. 
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If  any  amendment  of  the  law  is  to  be  made,  it  should  be 
to  strengthen,  conserve  and  extend  its  power,  not  to 
undermine  or  weaken  it  in  the  least.  I  believe  Massachu- 
setts wants  the  law  to  stand  unchanged,  except  upon  the 
highest  considerations  of  the  public  good  some  modifica- 
tion in  harmony  with  the  general  purpose  be  demanded. 

The  enemies  of  civil  service  reform  who  do  not  dare  to 
make  open  attack,  and  who  know  that  an  attempt  for  a 
repeal  would  end  in  crushing  defeat,  will  have  gained  all 
they  desire  if,  by  indirection  and  in  ambush  behind  senti- 
ments of  loyalty  and  gratitude,  they  have  secured  a 
virtual  destruction  or  condemnation  of  the  system.  But 
the  members  of  the  General  Court,  who  appreciate  accu- 
rately the  dominant  public  sentiment,  cannot  sustain  or 
promote  such  a  purpose.  I  beg  most  respectfully  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  resisting  an  attempt  to  tear 
down  by  piecemeal' the  system  in  response  to  a  claim, 
unfounded  and  unsupportable,  as  I  believe  it  is,  that  full 
and  just  recognition  is  not  secured  to  the  veterans  of  the 
late  civil  war. 

The  proposed  bill  is  certainly  not  needed  to  express  the 
gratitude  of  Massachusetts  for  patriotism  and  sacrifice. 
That  record  is  unmistakable.  Least  of  all,  will  the  great 
body  of  the  veterans  of  the  late  war,  now  pursuing  all 
over  the  Commonwealth  the  callings  and  industries  of 
peaceful  citizenship,  regard  the  fate  of  the  pending  meas- 
ure as  significant  of  the  public  appreciation  of  their 
services  and  their  patriotism. 

If  I  could  discover  any  substantial  reason  to  believe  that 
injustice  is  done  in  the  administration  of  the  present  law 
to  the  patriotic  heroes  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  in  the  time  of  the  rebellion,  I  could  not 
hesitate  a  moment  to  unite  with  you  to  right  the  wrong ; 
but  such  is  clearly  not  the  fact.  While  the  United  States 
law  has  given  preference  only  to  those  disabled  in  the  ser- 
vice, our  own  Commonwealth  compels  the  appointing 
oflicers  to  put  the  veteran  into  the  public  service  ahead  of 
all  others  of  equal  fitness.  And  the  veterans  are  not 
unequal  to  the  prescribed  tests  of  examination,  Reference 
to  the  public  records  will  demonstrate  that  they  have 
excelled,  and  have  received  appointment  because  of  their 
superior  merit.  There  is  no  escape  from  the  facts.  It  is 
not  true  that  only  the  young  man  fresh  from  school  or  col- 
lege  can   succeed   in  the   competitive   trial,  or  that  the 
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experience  of  the  soldier  unfitted  him  to  cope  with  those 
who  followed  the  vocations  of  peace.  During  the  fourteeo 
months  since  the  civil  service  rules  went  into  operation, — 
that  is,  from  March  30,  1885,  to  June  1,  1886,-373 
appointments  have  been  made  under  the  rules  to  positions 
above  the  labor  service.  Taking  out  the  appointments  to 
positions  for  which  the  veterans  would  not  under  any  cir- 
cumstances be  available  (for  reasons  stated  hereafter), 
namely,  the  police  and  fire  service  in  Boston,  and  the 
clerical  service  for  which  women  were  wanted,  there  were 
224  appointments  to  positions  to  which  the  veterans  wer.e 
eligible.  And  it  appears  from  the  records  that  in  the 
examinations  for  these  positions  a  larger  percentage  of  the 
applicants  who  were  veterans  passed  than  of  all  others,  and 
that  in  the  matter  of  certification  and  appointment  the  vet- 
erans also  had  advantage.  For  substantiation  of  these 
statements  the  official  reports  of  the  commission  are  open 
to  all  who  seek  them,  and  there  is  no  call  in  this  connec- 
tion for  specific  detail  of  figures.  In  the  labor  service  of 
Boston,  if  the  applicant  is  a  veteran,  the  preference  in  his 
favor  is  almost  an  absolute  guaranty  that  if  any  person  is 
to  be  set  to  work  he  will  be  taken  first,  provided  only, 
that  he  is  able  to  work  and  is  of  sober  habits. 

It  has  been  again  and  again  asserted  that  the  civil  ser- 
vice law  excludes  veterans  because  of  their  age.  That  is 
an  absolute  error.  The  only  positions  in  the  present 
classified  service  from  which  persons  are  debarred  by 
limitations  of  age  are  in  the  police  and  fire  departments 
of  Boston,  and  in  those  departments  they  were  debarred 
by  the  age  limit  before  the  civil  service  law  was  passed. 
In  this  respect  and  as  to  this  service,  the  opportunities  of 
the  veteran  have  not  been  affected  in  the  least.  To  no 
other  position  or  employment  does  such  limit  apply. 
Besides,  this  limitation  is  fixed  by  local  and  municipal 
regulation,  and  the  law  of  the  State  and  the  rules  of  the 
civil  service  commissioners  are  in  no  way  answerable  or 
responsible  therefor.  As  the  bill  before  me  is  not  man- 
datory, but  only  pennissive,  it  is  plain  that  the  heads  of 
the  said  city  departments  will  adhere  to  their  original 
rules,  which  were  adopted  upon  mature  consideration  and 
solely  with  a  view  to  secure  the  most  efficient  service, 
and  therefore  the  veterans  would  be  assured  no  advantage 
or  benefit  in  this  regard  were  the  bill  to  become  a  law. 

As  to  favoring  veterans  in   the   matter  Pf  physical 
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capacity,  the  rules  in  force  go  as  far  as  the  provisions 
in  the  proposed  bill.  Rule  XIX.,  clause  6,  says  :  "Per- 
sons thus  preferred" — (namely,  the  veterans)  —  ** shall 
not  be  disqualilied  from  holding  a  position  in  the  civil 
service  on  account  of  any  physical  disability,  provided 
such  disability  does  not  render  them  incompetent  to  per- 
form the  duties." 

The  mistaken  idea  seems  to  prevail  to  some  extent 
that,  except  for  the  civil  service  law,  every  veteran  in 
the  Commonwealth  who  desired  public  office  or  employ- 
ment could  at  once  secure  the  gratification  of  his  wishes. 
But  could  he  do  so  before  the  law  was  enacted?  As  a 
fact,  the  places  are  not  sufficiently  numerous.  And  it  is 
no  discredit  to  the  veterans  to  say  that  very  few  of  them 
really  seek  or  desire  public  employment.  Consider  how 
limited  the  application  of  the  law  really  is.  It  affects 
only  those  offices  and  employments  which  are  specified  in 
the  rules.  It  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  service  for 
any  of  the  towns,  or  with  the  labor  service  in  any  city, 
except  Boston,  or  with  any  of  the  State  offices  to  which 
appointment  is  made  by  the  Governor  with  advice  of  the 
Executive  Council.  To  all  these  admission  is  now  gained 
as  freely  as  before  the  statute  was  passed,  and  could  not 
be  in  the  least  facilitated  by  the  bill  proposed.  If,  in 
answer  to  this  argument,  it  be  said  that  the  alleged  mis- 
chiefs of  the  pending  measure  must  be  therefore  only 
limited,  I  reply  that  the  act  would  be  retrogressive,  and 
would  tend  to  create  an  opposition  among  appointing 
officers  and  boards  to  the  civil  service  rules  which  has 
not  before  existed  and  which  might  prove  fatal  to  their 
enforcement. 

Again,  the  bill  allows  the  appointment  of  veterans  out- 
side the  rules,  without  any  report  or  record  of  the  time 
or  place  of  the  service  of  the  veteran  so  appointed.  Any 
person,  therefore,  veteran  or  civilian,  may  be  appointed 
outside  the  rules,  without  notice  to  the  commissioners, 
and  the  burden  will  be  upon  the  latter  to  prove  in  a 
judicial  proceeding  that  such  appointee  is  not  a  veteran. 
In  the  higher  positions  in  the  classified  service  this  may 
not  be  so  difficult  of  proof,  but  in  the  labor  service  of 
Boston  it  would  be  well  nigh  impossible  to  obtain  posi- 
tive knowledge  of  each  of  the  hundreds  of  laborers  who 
might  be  appointed  outside  the  rules.  The  proposed  bill, 
therefore,  instead  of  conferring  a  benefit  upon  the  real 
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veteran,  would  be  an  instrument  of  wrong  to  him  in  the 
hands  of  unscrupulous  and  dishonest  men. 

There  is  another  aspect  which  suggests  abundant  reason 
for  disapproval  of  the  bill.  Permit  appointments  without 
competitive  examinations,  and  it  is  at  once  possible  for  a 
partisan  government,  in  a  city,  for  instance,  to  discharge 
summarily  clerks  and  employees  who  may  be  of  the  oppo- 
site political  faith  and  associations,  and  fill  their  places 
with  more  agreeable  partisans.  True,  veterans  only  can 
be  thus  used  to  supersede  others,  but  it  is  equally  true 
that  just  as  deserving  veterans,  who  perform  excellent 
service  and  have  valuable  experience,  may  be  decapitated. 
And  this  process  may  go  on  every  time  there  is  a  change 
in  the  party  character  of  the  appointing  officers.  The 
real  friends  of  the  worthy  soldiers  and  sailors  cannot 
certainly  desire  to  open  the  way  to  such  injustice  and 
demoralization.  Under  the  competitive  system  it  is  no 
object  to  bring  about  a  discharge  for  such  a  purpose, 
because  the  selection  of  a  successor  cannot  be  controlled 
to  such  ends.  Facts  have  been  brought  to  my  knowledge 
which  assure  me  that  spoilsmen  are  waiting  in  hope  that 
this  bill  may  become  a  law,  and  their  unworthy  schemes 
then  become  possible.  No  amount  or  vigor  of  profession 
of  gratitude  or  devotion  to  the  veterans  ought  to  avail  to 
conceal  these  artful  purposes,  and  it  is  no  violent  assump- 
tion that  after  such  practices  have  been  inaugumted  worthy 
men  of  all  parties,  soldiers  and  civilians,  will  condemn  the 
removal  of  the  safeguards  which  now  protect  the  nierit 
system  and  guaranty  to  the  veteran  the  enjoyment  of  the 
preference  given  him. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  bill  would  fail  to  give  that 
benefit  to  the  veterans  which  its  cordial  and  honorable 
supporters  anticipate.  Those  who  can  pass  the  competi- 
tive tests  will  gain  no  advantage,  and  they  average  better 
on  examination  than  others.  No  one  argues  that  incom- 
petent men  should  be  selected.  It  would  appear  to  be 
mistaken  policy,  not  to  say  unfair  discrimination,  to 
authorize  appointing  officers  or  boards  to  ignore  the 
rights  of  the  veteran  successfully  undergoing  the  tests 
of  examination  by  supplanting  him  by  one  who  has  not 
demonstrated  his  fitness,  but  through  personal  or  party 
influence  or  for  unworthy  purposes  receives  the  favor. 

Other  important  considerations  suggest  themselves  to 
me,  but  I  forbear  to  present  them  iu  this  connection.     In 
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your  reconsideration  of  the  bill  I  respectfully  urge  you  to 
sustain  the  reform  in  the  civil  service  which  is  so  success- 
fully established.  A  legislative  censure,  or  a  legislative 
approval,  will  go  far  to  determine  its  progress  and  per- 
manence. The  difference  is  plain  between  the  administra- 
tion of  a  law,  sustained  by  the  executive  and  legislative 
branches  of  the  government,  and  the  administration  of 
the  same  law  under  a  public  belief  that  it  has  been  dis- 
credited and  emasculated.

The  Speaker  joined,  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  Messrs.  Lord  of  Plymouth,  Doherty  of  Boston, 
Lathrop  of  Springfield,  Bartlett  of  Fairhaven,   Fales  of 
Milford  and  Bottum  of  Northampton. 

Paper  from  the  Senate. 

An  engrossed  Bill  in  relation  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
city  of  Fall  River  came  down  from  the  Senate  with  the 
following  endorsement:  *«  This  bill  having  been  returned 
by  the  Governor  with  his  objections  thereto,  the  Senate 
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proceeded  to  consider  the  same,  and  the  vote  being  taken 
on  passing  the  bill,  notwithstanding  said  objections,  it  was 
carried  in  the  affirmative,  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  Senate  present  and  voting  thereon  having  voted  in 
the  affirmative." 

The  objections  of  the  Governor  were  read  as  follows : 

Upon  such  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  '<  An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  water  supply  of  the  city  of  Fall  River  " 
as  I  have  been  able  to  give,  in  view  of  the  very  general 
desire  of  the  members  of  the  General  Court  to  bring  im- 
mediately to  a  final  adjournment  the  present  protracted 
session,  I  am  unable  to  give  my  approval  to  the  measure. 
I  very  much  regret  that  the  bill  could  not  have  been 
enacted  at  an  earlier  date,  so  that  a  closer  investigation 
and  analysis  of  its  provisions  might  have  been  in  my 
power,  with  the  advantage  of  arguments  for  and  against 
it  from  those  qualified  to  present  all  material  considera- 
tions thereupon,  and  that  it  might  have  been  practicable 
to  discuss  the  matter  fully. 

It  is  proposed  to  grant  to  the  city  of  Fall  River  the 
right  to  draw  daily  from  the  North  Watuppa  Pond  not 
exceeding  1,500,000  gallons  of  water  in  addition  to  the 
amount  of  water  which  the.  city  is  now  authorized  to  take 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  133  of  the  acts  of  1871. 
Were  this  all,  it  would  be  in  harmony  with  the  general 
scope  of  the  various  water  acts  passed  in  the  current  and 
former  years,  and  I  doubt  not,  be  completely  justified  by 
the  needs  of  the  city  for  an  additional  supply  of  water  to 
meet  the  wants  of  a  rapidly  increasing  population.  But 
my  attention  is  challenged  by  certain  unusual  and  extraor- 
dinary provisions  which  accompany  the  grant. 

The  bill  proposes,  in  terms,  to  relieve  the  city  from 
'<  liability  to  pay  any  other  damages  than  the  State  itself 
would  be  legally  liable  to  pay.''  Perhaps  through  inad- 
vertence, but  in  reality,  the  language  excludes  all  right 
or  claim  to  damages  whatever.  All  the  parties  in  inter- 
est, so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  are  domestic  corporations, 
and  they  must  look  to  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth 
for  a  determination  of  their  rights.  It  is  difficult  to  dis- 
cover that  the  State  would  under  any  circumstances  1>€ 
legally  liable  to  pay  any  sum  as  damages.  Were  equita- 
ble considerations  to  prevail,  the  justice  of  the  General 
Court  might  be  invoked,  as  is  not  unfrequently  done 
with  success,  but  no  such  relief  is  possible  under  the  bill 
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as  it  is  framed.     Compensation  is,  therefore,  absolutely 
denied. 

Besides,  the  hill  goes  still  farther  in  the  same  direction, 
as  follows  :  **  Parties  holding  in  respect  of  said  pond  any 
privileges  or  grants  heretofore  made  and  liable  to  revoca- 
tion or  alteration  by  the  State,  shall  have  no  claim  against 
said  city  in  respect  of  water  drawn  under  this  grant.  Any 
privileges  heretofore  enjoyed,  in  respect  of  said  pond,  are, 
so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  hereby  an- 
nulled." 

Let  the  facts  be  carefully  considered.  The  Watuppa 
Reservoir  Company  was  incorporated  by  the  legislature  of 
Massachusetts  in  1826  ''  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
reservoir  of  water  in  Watuppa  Ponds  (including  the  pond 
in  question)  for  the  benefit  of  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ments on  Fall  River."  The  company  built  and  has  main- 
tained a  dam  for  said  purpose,  and  owns  and  manages  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  the  mill  interests  below.  Large 
investments  of  capital  followed,  great  industrial  establish- 
ments have  sprung  up,  and  the  development  of  the  city  in 
wealth  and  population  has  been  promoted.  The  right  of 
the  company  to  its  property  was  recognized  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  1871  by  the  act  authorizing  the  city  to  take 
water  from  said  pond  upon  payment  of  damages  therefor. 
It  is  not  to  be  overlooked  that  the  charter  to  this  company 
was  granted  before  the  act  of  1831,  which  reserved  the 
right  to  alter,  amend  and  repeal  subsequent  charters,  and 
without  any  express  reservation  to  that  effect  in  the 
act.  Moreover,  certain  other  corporations  own  and  use 
valuable  water  rights  and  privileges  in  the  stream  be- 
low the  dam,  each  owning  the  privilege  attached  to  its 
mill.  The  several  corporations  have  accepted  the  char- 
ters, expended  large  sums  of  money  to  secure  the  full  en- 
joyment of  their  privileges,  and  are  in  undisputed  owner- 
ship of  their  property  in  full  reliance  upon  their  rights 
secured  to  them  by  the  contracts  between  themselves  and 
the  State. 

The  opinion  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  the  ad- 
judication of  certain  cases  which  arose  between  these 
corporations  and  the  said  city  under  the  act  of  1871  (see 
Massachusetts  Reports,  vol.  134),  is  forcibly  suggestive 
of  the  sound  and  just  doctrine  applicable  to  the  questions 
now  in  point.  The  respondent,  the  city,  contended  that 
the  State  is  the  absolute  owner  of  a  great  pond  and  of  the 
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land  under  it,  that  it  may  drain  or  fill  it  at  pleasure ;  that 
the  riparian  proprietors  on  a  stream  which  is  its  outlet 
have  no  rights  in  the  waters  of  the  pond ;  but  the  court 
said,  ''the  riparian  proprietors  on  Fall  River  certainly 
have  water  rights  as  against  all  the  world  except  the 
State."  Even  if  the  State  might,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  in  general,  divert  the  waters  without  making  com- 
pensation, it  is  by  no  means  to  be  asserted  that  the  State 
can  *take  away  valuable  rights  and  privileges  from  one 
corporation  to  give  to  another,  each  being  of  its  own 
creation,  and  each  relying  upon  the  pledge  and  obligation 
of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  State.  Nor  is  it  sufficient 
to  justify  a  departure  from  this  salutary  rule  that  the  in- 
tended recipient  is  a  municipal  corporation,  l)ecau9e  its 
franchise  of  water  privileges  is  as  much  for  the  special 
gain  and  advantage  of  the  city  as  for  the  public  good, 
and  the  property  thereby  acquired  is  in  no  degree  shared 
by  the  State,  but  is  in  its  own  exclusive  ownership  as 
much  as  the  lands  and  buildings  owned  by  the  city  as 
corporate  property,  and  the  pecuniary  income  therefrom 
is  payable  solely  into  the  city  treasury.  The  good  faith 
of  the  State  is  already  solemnly  pledged,  and  the  obliga- 
tions of  its  contracts  are  no  more  to  be  disregarded  than 
are  those  of  the  contracts  of  other  parties.  If  the  power 
to  alter  or  amend  the  charters  exists,  and  it  undoubtedly 
does  in  reference  to  some  of  the  corporations  affected, 
that  power  cannot  be  exercised  by  taking  away  the  sub- 
stance of  their  franchise  without  adequate  return,  unless 
the  principles  which  have  been  heretofore  maintained  in 
legislation  and  in  the  decisions  of  the  courts,  are  to  be 
wholly  disregarded.  The  vigorous  and  healthful  language 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  expressed  in  1852,  will 
bear  repetition :  *'  It  is  now  the  well-settled  law  of  the 
land  that  the  charter  of  a  private  corporation  is  a  contract 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  any  act  of  the  State  legislature  which 
violates  any  corporate  right  secured  by  such  charter,  with- 
out the  .consent  of  the  corporation,  is  void  as  against  that 
constitution.  Legislation  in  violation  of  chartered  rights 
is  not  only  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  but  is  at  war  with  the  first  principles  of  a  just  and 
well-ordered  government.  It  must  be  presumed  that  the 
legislature  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  in- 
tends to  observe  good  faith.     Laws  which  are  inconsistent 
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with  the  good  faith  of  the  legislature,  which  impair  the 
good  faith  of  its  contracts,  and  infringe  on  rights  held 
under  its  own  solemn  guaranty,  cannot  for  a  moment, 
upon  any  consideration,  be  enforced." 

Leaving  the  Watuppa  Reservoir  Company  entirely  out 
of  account,  the  riparian  owners  have  the  right  to  use  the 
waters  in  the  stream  for  any  legal  purpose,  provided  they 
do  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  others  or  create  a 
public  or  private  nuisance ;  and  their  present  property  is 
not  subject  to  forfeiture  on  the  ground  that  an  impair- 
ment of  their  rights  in  the  past  has  been  the  subject  of 
compensation.  Under  the  act  of  1871  the  city  did  not 
take  all  the  water,  and  therefore  it  did  not  pay  for  the 
whole. 

It  has  been  urged,  I  am  aware,  that  the  act  of  1826 
amounted  only  to  a  license,  and  therefore  is  revocable, 
without  damage,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State.  But  such 
construction  is  not  the  plain  and  natural  one,  I  submit, 
and  the  legislature  cannot  afford  to  attempt  its  adoption 
and  enforcement  without  the  sanction  of  the  courts.  Be- 
sides, even  if  that  were  conceded,  the  rights  of  the  other 
parties  in  interest,  as  has  been  stated,  would  not  be 
thereby  concluded. 

Entertaining  the  views  herein  expressed,  and  appre- 
hending most  serious  injury  to  great  enterprises  that  con- 
tribute largely  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  if  the 
precedent  of  this  bill  be  established,  I  must  decline  to 
express  my  approval «  and  therefore  return  the  bill  here- 
with to  the  honorable  Senate  in  which  it  originated. 

On  the  question  '<  Shall  the  bill  pass,  notwithstanding 
the  objections  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor?"  the  roll 
was  called,  and  the  bill  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  186  yeas 
to  31  nays,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  vot- 
ing having  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  vote  was  as 
follows :  —

The  Speaker  resumed  the  chair  and  spoke  as  follows :  — 

The  cordial  sentiments  embodied  in  this  resolution,  and 
in  your  words  and  votes  upon  it,  are  very  dear  to  me,  and 
I  heartily  thank  you  for  them.  Aware  as  I  am  that  reso- 
lutions of  this  character  are  customarily  adopted  at  the 
close  of  legislative  sessions,  your  action  is  not  thereby 
robbed  of  its  value,  for  1  feel  warranted  in  entertaining 
the  belief  that  your  vote  means  something  more  than  a 
passive  compliance  with  an  established  form. 

If  anything  can  add  to  the  worth  of  this  resolution  to 
me,  you  have  added  it  in  accompanying  it  with  this  most 
acceptable  gift.*     I  am  deeply  grateful  for  it  to  you  all, 

*  Mr.  Stevens  of  Lowell,  on  behalf  of  tbe  members,  presented  the  Speaker 
with  a  photograph  of  the  members^nd  officers  of  the  House. 
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and  I  especially  thank  my  friend  from  Lowell,  Mr.  Stev- 
ens, for  his  kind  and  eloquent  words  in  presenting  it. 
This  photograph,  in  which  I  find  myself  surrounded  on 
all  sides  by  you,  is  to  me  a  symbol  of  the  fact  that  you 
have  stood  around  me  with  your  support  and  your  kind- 
ness throughout  the  session,  and  will  always  be  a  re- 
minder of  these  pleasant  and  congenial  surroundings. 
Containing  as  it  does  all  your  faces  brought  harmoniously 
together,  it  is  also  an  emblem  of  the  harmony  which,  as  a 
rule,  has  marked  your  proceedings.  While  in  the  heat 
of  debate  sharp  words  may  at  times  have  been  uttered,  I 
think  the  instances  have  been  rare  in  which  such  words 
have  left  any  sting  behind  them.  They  have  been  like 
pebbles  thrown  into  the  stream,  which  make  a  momen- 
tary ripple,  but  without  permanently  disturbing  the 
smooth  suiface  of  the  water.  And  to-daj'  I  trust  we  shall 
part,  forgetful  of  our  diflferences,  and  remembering  only 
the  delightful  companionship  we  have  here  enjoyed. 
How  well  the  work  upon  which  we  have  been  engaged  has 
been  done,  it  is  for  others  rather  than  ourselves  to  say. 
As  one  whose  province  it  has  not  been  to  take  part  in 
your  debates  and  votes,  but,  instead,  to  facilitate,  as  far 
as  the  Chair  can  do  so,  the  (tee  expression  of  your  delib- 
erate sense  and  will,  I  may  be  allowed  to  express  the 
opinion  that,  taken  together,  your  acts  have  subserved 
the  public  interests.  All  of  them  may  not  have  been 
expedient.  Legislation  has  no  exemption  from  the  im- 
perfections inherent  in  all  things  human.  But  as  an  u]> 
right  man  is  entitled  to  be  judged,  not  by  the  few  errors 
he  may  commit,  but  by  the  general  tenor  of  his  life  and 
character,  so  a  Legislature  has  the  right  to  be  estimated 
by  its  measures  considered  as  a  whole.  Judged  by  this 
test  your  record  will,  I  am  confident,  meet  with  the  pub- 
licf  approval.  It  is  not  for  me  to  review  the  various  sub- 
jects which  have  been  before  you.  There  is  one  class  of 
questions,  however,  which,  by  reason  of  the  large  share 
of  your  attention  which  they  have  received,  claim  a  pass- 
ing notice.  They  are  what  are  known  as  labor  questions. 
They  are  among  the  great  questions  of  the  age  in  which 
we  live.  Mot  only  here,  but  elsewhere,  in  the  press,  in 
the  pulpit,  upon  the  platform,  in  all  the  places  where  men 
congregate,  they  have  formed  the  theme  of  elaborate  dis- 
cussion. Impressed  with  a  sense  of  their  importance, 
you  have  made  their  consideration  one  of  the  features  of

the  session.  In  doing  this  you  have  conformed  to  the 
traditional  policy  of  Massachusetts,  whose  Legislature 
years  ago,  when  little  comparatively  was  heard  of  the 
labor  question,  began  that  series  of  enactments  for  the 
benefit  of  the  working  people  of  the  State  which  pervade 
its  statute  books,  and  which  has  always  been  prompt  to 
listen  to,  and,  as  far  as  is  possible  by  legislation,  to  re- 
dress the  grievances  of  those  upon  whose  labor  our 
industrial  prosperity  depends.  You  have  given  these 
subjects  a  candid  and  considerate  treatment,  and  have 
justly  sought  to  incorporate  the  public  will  into  public 
law.  You  have  not  settled  these  questions.  No  Legisla- 
ture can.  Legislation  can  only  partially  contribute  to 
that  end.  They  will  tax  the  thoughts  and  energies  of 
the  best  brains  of  the  country  for  years  to  come.  You 
have  done  what  you  could  toward  their  solution,  and  are 
entitled  to  the  credit  of  so  doing.  This  Legislature,  like 
others  preceding  it,  has  been  criticised  for  the  length  of 
its  session.  To  read  the  comments  upon  it  in  this  regard, 
one  might  suppose  that  this  was  a  matter  exclusively 
within  our  own  control.  No  imputation  could  bo  more 
unjust.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  submit  propositions 
to  the  Legislature,  and  this  right  is  largely  exercised.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  hear  and  act  upon  these 
numerous  propositions.  The  debate  which  they  induce 
takes  time,  but  it  is  not  an  evil.  It  is  through  full  and 
free  discussion  that  all  progress  is  made.  Although  the 
same  topics  often  come  up  year  after  year,  in  reference  to 
which  we  are  accused  of  annually  •*  threshing  the  old 
straw,**  the  time  thus  spent  is  not  lost.  Agitation  is  bet- 
ter than  stagnation.  It  is  better  that  the  people  should 
be  interested  in  the  great  problems  affecting  the  public 
welfare,  that  they  should  constantly  be  studying  ways  and 
means  for  advancing  it,  than  that  they  should  be  indiffer- 
ent to  such  matters,  and  narrow  their  thoughts  to  their 
private  pursuits  alone.  If  the  Legislature,  by  its  dis- 
cussions, can  aid  in  keeping  alive  this  interest  in  public 
affairs,  it  is  not  among  the  least  of  the  benefits  which  it 
confers  upon  the  people.  Our  membership  has  not  re- 
mained unbroken  There  is  one  vacant  chair  in  our 
chamber.  Mr.  Wheeler  of  Bolton,  who  entered  upon  his 
work  here  in  the  full  vigor  of  his  powers,  was  suddenly 
taken  from  us.  His  intelligent  service  upon  his  com- 
mittee, and  the  capacity  he  showed  when  taking  part  in 
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our  debates,  gave  ample  promise  of  a  useful  and  honora- 
ble legislative  career.  The  appreciative  testimonials  to 
his  worth  made  at  the  time  of  his  decease  leave  littFe  to 
be  added  now ;  but  I  should  not  wish  this  occasion  to 
pass  without  paying  my  personal  tribute  to  his  memory, 
and  expressing  my  sense  of  the  loss  the  Commonwealth 
has  sustained  in  his  death. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  make  my  acknowledgments 
to  those  who  have  been  associated  with  me  as  officers  of 
the  House.  To  our  chaplain,  with  whose  invocations  we 
have  each  day  begun  our  session ;  to  our  clerk  and  his 
assistant,  upon  whom  we  have  had  to  call  for  those  many 
services  which  are  always  so  courteously  rendered ;  to 
the  sergeant-at-arms,  who  has  so  readily  and  acceptably 
adapted  himself  to  the  requirements  of  his  new  pos»ition, 
and  to  all  his  faithful  corps  of  assistants  I  tender  the 
thanks  which  are  due  tbem,  and  feel  assured  that  in  so 
doing  I  represent  the  sentiments  of  you  all. 

The  hour  of  our  final  adjournment  approaches.  Glad 
as  we  are  to  return  to  our  homes  and  our  vocations,  this 
gladness  is  not  uumingled  with  sadness  that  we  are  to 
separate,  to  meet  no  more  as  we  have  met.  Sitting  side 
by  side  during  these  many  weeks,  engaged  in  the  same 
work,  interested  in  the  same  subjects,  relations  have  been 
established  which  we  regret  to  sunder,  and  friendships 
have  been  formed  which  the  lapse  of  time  will  only  ripen 
and  strengthen.  Wherever  your  pathways  hereafter  may 
lead,  may  they  be  under  the  sunshine,  and  whatever 
the  future  has  in  store,  may  the  joys  that  come  to  you  be 
heightened  and  the  sorrows  that  may  befall  you  be  light- 
ened by  turning  hack  to  the  pleasant  memories  of  the 
session  of  1886,  and  by  the  consciousness  of  having  ren- 
dered faithful  service  to  the  State.

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Messrs.  Nourse,  Kendrieken  and  Walker  having  been 
appointed  said  commiltee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
Messrs.  Dresser  of  Boston,  Wilson  of  Lowell,  Dwyer  of 
Boston,  Friend  of  Gloucester,  Chappelle  of  Boston,  Whit- 
more  of  Sunderland,  Merritt  of  Chelsea  and  0*Hearn  of 
Lawrence  were  joined  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Dresser,  from  the  committee,  afterward  reported 
that  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  informed  him  of  the  action  of  the  two  branches,  and 
His  Excellency  congratulated  the  members  upon  the  con- 
clusion of  their  labors  and  wished  them  a  safe  return  to 
their  homes,  and  said  that  he  would  communicate  further 
with  the  two  Houses  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

At  thirty-four  minutes  past  six  o'clock,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  came  in,  and  stated  that  His  Ex- 
cellency had  signed,  during  the  session,  three  hundred 
and  fifty-five  acts  and  eighty-seven  resolves ;  that  he  had 
returned,  with  his  objections  thereto,  two  bills,  one  of 
which  was  **  giving  preference  in  appointments  to  o&ce 
to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  without  civil 
service  examinations,"  and  the  other  that  '<  in  relation  to 
the  water  supply  of  the  city  of  Fall  River." 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next.  And  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

The  Speaker. 


1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  other  members ;  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House, 

[With  regard  to  appeals,  see  Rules  82  and  93,] 
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3.  lie  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification  as  herein- 
after provided. 

[See  Rales  64  to  68.] 

4.  In  all  cases  he  may  vote. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the  House. 

7.  He  may  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  member  present  shall  call  the  House 
to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore  or  a 
Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  business  in 
order.

Monitors. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and,  on  request  of  the  Speaker,  to  re- 
turn the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their  respective  divis- 
ions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  after  being  no- 
tified thereof  b}^  a  monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  monitor 
to  report  the  case  to  the  House.

Clerk. 

11.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House.  He  shall 
enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  submit  it 
to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next  sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal, 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  also  contain  the  Rules  of  the  House,  and  of  the  two 
branches. 

18.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  each  day 
a  calendar  of  matters  in  order  for  consideration,  followed  by  a 
brief  minute  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  of  the  previous  day  ; 
a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table ;  and  such  other  memoranda 
as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 
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14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  dis- 
posed of  before  the  House  votes  to  proceed  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  The  clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers,  in  reference 
to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration  (ex- 
cept petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and  orders  of  no- 
tice), until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired:  provided^ 
that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  during  the  last 
week  of  the  session. 

Members. 

16.  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of  others, 
while  a  member  is  speaking ;  or  pass  unnecessaril}'  between  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ;  or  stand  in 
the  passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  without 
leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilt}'  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules,  he 
may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to  make  satisfaction 
therefor ;  and,  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse.

Committees. 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year,  standing  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  as  follows :  —

(to  consist  of  three  members  each).

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  marie  in  any  case,  all  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 

23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  ques- 
tion where  his  private  right  is  immediatel}^  concerned,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropriation 
bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall 
examine  and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes:  provided,  that  any 
change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 
construction  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment.

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully  ex- 
amine and  com[)are  engrossed  bill^,  and  report  them  rightly  and 
truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  the  committee  to  which  the 
matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  to  with- 
draw, inexpedient  to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the  case 
may  be.

30.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be  re- 
ported by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by  public 
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advertisraent  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  in 
writing  waived  notice.

31.  On  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  March,  commit- 
tees shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  refeiTcd  to  them  prior 
to  that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause.

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the 
rules  limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise;  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order  and  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Regular  Course  of  Proceedings. 
Petitions^  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

84.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a  like 
nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  before  the 
House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day, 
and  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

36.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
these  Rules  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the  House  proceeds 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or 
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by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  specially 
ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Orders  of  Inquiry, 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  pro^x^sed  ;  and  if  reference 
is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  sub- 
ject to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Request  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  post- 
poned without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  post- 
ponement. 

Bills  and  Resolves.     [See  Rule  94.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  ;  dati'S  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking 
words  from,  or  inserting  words  in,  such  laws,  unless  such  course 
is  best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature  of  the 
amendment.  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  anj'  repealed  law, 
shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

41.  If  a  committee  to  whom  a  bill  is  referred  report  that  the 
same  ought  not  to  pass,  the  question  shall  be,  ''  Shall  this  bill 
be  rejected  ? "  If  the  question  on  rejection  is  negatived,  the  bill, 
if  it  has  been  read  but  once,  shall  go  to  a  second  reading  with- 
out qucftticm ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  for  the 
next  day,  pending  the  question  on  ordering  to  a  third  reading, 
or  engrossment,  as  the  case  may  be.

42.  Bills  involving  an  expenditure  of  public  money  shall, 
after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance, 
for  report  on  their  relation  to  the  finances  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  unless  they  were  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  a  joint  committee. 

44.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  &m\  sent  back  to 
the  House  for  concurrence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless 
such  committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches.  In 
which  case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  for  the  next  day.

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee :  provided^  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a  bill ; 
but,  when  leave  is  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  it  shall 
be  read  for  information  before  the  question  is  put  on  granting 
leave ;  and,  if  leave  is  granted,  it  shall  be  committed,  before  it 
is  ordered  to  a  second  reading.

fifty-six  and  fifty-seven.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the 
House  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  adjournment  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  oixlcrs  of  the  next  day,  after  motions  to  re- 
consider. 

Special  Rules  affecting  tlie  Course  of  Proceedings. 

[For  postponement  of  Order,  etc.,  to  the  next  day,  on  request  of  a  member,  see 
Rale  39  ] 

60.  No  matter  which  has  been  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  out  of  the 
regular  course. 

61.  If,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  second  or  third  read- 
ing of  a  bill  substantial!}*  changing  the  greater  part  of  such  bill, 
the  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a 
third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  may  be),  but  the 
hill,  as  amended,  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  then  be 
of)en  to  further  amendment  before  such  question  is  put.  In 
like  manner,  when,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question 
or  otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any  proposition  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  change  its  character,  as  from  a  bill  to  an  oixler, 
or  the  like,  the  proposition  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment  was 
made. 

Voting. 

62.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

63.  Members  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  shall  make 
application  to  that  effect  before  the  division  of  the  House  or  the 
taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  begun.  Such  application  may 
be  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  bj'  the  member 
making  it,  but  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  rule  sixt^'-seven.

64.  When  a  question  is  put,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
taken  by  the  voices  of  the  members,  and  the  Speaker  shall  first 
announce  the  vote  as  it  appears  to  him  by  the  sound. 

65.  If  the  Speaker  is  unable  to  decide  by  the  sound  of  the 
yoices,  or  if  his  announcement  made  thereupon  is  doubted  by  a 
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member  rising  in  bis  place  for  that  purpose,  the  Speaker  shall 
order  a  return  by  divisions  of  the  number  voting  in  the  affirma* 
tive  and  in  the  negative,  without  further  debate  upon  the  ques- 
tion. 
[For  duty  of  monitors  in  case  of  a  division,  see  Rnle  9.] 

66.  When  a  return  by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
nse  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

67.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
whenever  required  by  thirty  of  the  members  present.  When 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  declared.  If, 
before  such  time,  a  member  states  to  the  House  that  he  has 
paired  with  another  member,  and  how  each  would  vote  upon  the 
pending  question,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  im- 
mediately after  the  record  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  excused  from  voting.

68.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  na3's  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  sixty-four,  sixty- 
five  and  sixty-six,  shall  be  omitted ;  if  not,  they  ma}'  be  called 
for  in  lieu  of  a  return  by  divisions  when  the  Speaker's  announce- 
meut  is  doubted  by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if  then 
ordered,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  sixty-five  and  sixty-six 
shall  be  omitted. 

Reconsideration, 

69.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the 
next  rule),  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the 
reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and 
such  motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last 
week  of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next 
day  after  that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such 
succeeding  day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided^  how- 
ever,  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or 
subsidiary  question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under 
consideration  from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

70.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that 
decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be 
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twice  reconsidered ;   nor  shall  any  vote  be  reconsidered  upon 
either  of  the  following  motions  :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  from  the  table  ;  or 

for  the  previous  question. 

71 .  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  thirty 
minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  Ove  minutes ; 
but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote 
upon  an  amendment.

72.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise,  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker;  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality ;  ^nd  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  ,No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

78.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

74.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking,  ex- 
cept by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

75.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preven- 
tion of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the 

same  question. 

Motions. 

76.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

77.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

78.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  commit  or  recommit,  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate ;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

Previous  Question, 

80.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
form  :  '*  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  9"  —  and  all  debate 
upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  is  decided. 

81.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  wh^^ 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

82 .  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for 
the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  except- 
ing on  appeal ;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  House.

83.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  eighty-five,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  anj',  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

Motion  to  Close  Debate  at  a  Specified  Time. 

84.  Debate  may  be  closed  at  any  time  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  from  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  that  effect.  On  this 
motion,  not  03(ceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate, 
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and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.     In  case  ^ 

the  time  is  extended  by  unanimous  consent,  the  same  rule  shall 
apply  at  the  end  of  the  extended  lime  as  at  the  time  originall}' 
fixed.

When  Debate  is  closed,  Ten  Minutes  allotved,  etc. 

85.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previous  ques- 
tion, or  by  a  vote  to  close  de})ate  at  a  specified  time,  the  mem- 
ber in  charge  of  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be 
allowed  to  speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  any  other  mem- 
ber any  portion  of  his  time.  When  the  measure  under  consider- 
ation has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance  under  House 
Rule  forty-two,  the  member  originally  reporting  it  shall  be 
considered  in  charge,  except  where  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Finance  is  substantially  different  from  that  referred  to  them, 
in  which  case  the  member  originally  reporting  the  measure,  and 
the  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  reporting  thereon,  shall 
each  be  allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  the  latter  to  have  the 
close.

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 

Motion  to  Commit. 

87.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing  committee, 

a  joint  select  committee  ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee,  or  to 
another  committee  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Hoqse. 
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Motions  to  Amend. 

88.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received; 
but  no  amendment  in  the  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 

89.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment. 

90.  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member* 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the 
failure  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment ;  or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  pro- 
posed to  be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the 
question  is  taken  on  inserting  it. 

91.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

92.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitel3\ 

Appeal. 

93.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
entertained  unless  it  is'  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed 
of. 

[See  Rule  82.] 

Resolves. 

94.  Such  of  these  Rules  as  are  applicable  to  bills,  whether 
of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to  such  re- 
solves as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  approval  by 
the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and  have  force  as  such. 
Except  in  Rule  fifty-three,  the  word  "  bill"  shall  be  equivalent 
to  the  word  "  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  by  Ballot. 

95.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot,  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 
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Secret  Session. 

96.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrecy. 

Seats. 

97.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and 
on  Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)     The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats,  from  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members.

(3.)  The  seat  numbered  34,  in  the  first  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
Judiciary ;  that  numbered  15,  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the  use 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance ;  that  numbered 
62,  in  the  first  division,  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Probate  and  Insolvency ;  and  that  numbered  39,  in 
the  sixth  division,  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Railroads  on  the  part  of  the  House.

(4.)  The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the

92  and    95,  in  the  fourth  division  ;

(5.)  The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  herein-

before  mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing  shall  be 
had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in  this 
paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  nr  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

98.  (1.)  Everj-  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day) 
any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  moi'e  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest : 
provided^  that  in  any  case,  when  by  the  exercise  of  this  privi- 
lege on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  the  vacant  seats  have 
been  filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise 
of  the  privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or 
more  of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)  The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  without  limit  of 
number,  to  seats  (not  numbered)  upon  the  floor  of  the  House.

(3.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House,  whose  papers  are 
in  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  maj'  be  admitted, 
while  their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the 
Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  oflBcers*  in  the  Executive 
and  Judicial  departments  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy-  any  of  the  seats 
not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  which 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being. 

Representatives'  Chamber. 

99.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be  granted, 
except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present.

100.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules,  or  the  Joint  Rules 
of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

101.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  be  dispensed  with,  altered, 
or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  consent 
thereto;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  thirty-nine,  forty-nine,  and 
ninet3'-nine,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  members  present.

The  committee  of  the  two  branches,  on  the  Judiciary,  on 
Probate  and  Insolvency,  and  on  Rules,  may  sit  resi)ectively  as 
joint  committees  for  the  consideration  of  such  matters  as  may 
be  referred  to  them.  [Amended  Jan.  6,  1882  ;  Jan.  5,  1883  ; 
Jan.  7,  1884 ;  Jan.  8,  1885  ;  Jan.  20,  1885,  and  Jan.  8,  1886.] 

Rule  2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel 
for  any  part}'  before  any  committee  of  the  legislature. 

Rule  3.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or 
otherwise,  to  either  branch,  at  Iheir  discretion,  having  reference 
to  an  equal  distribution  of  business  between  the  two  branches, 
except  that  money  bills  shall  be  reported  to  the  House ;  and, 
except  that  when  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to  either 
branch,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  referred 
therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report  its 
action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 
[See  also  next  rule.] 

Rule  4.     Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recon>mitted 
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to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch  first  act- 
ing thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recommitted  in  either 
branch.  A  concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be  necessary  for  Uie 
recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills,  or  resolves,  with  instruc- 
tions. After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  made 
to  the  branch  originating  the  recommitment. 
'  Rule  5.     Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  joint  committees 

shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material 
erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper, 
with  suitable  margins,  and  spaces  between  the  several  sections, 
dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  6.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  in- 
corporation or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  whidi 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detriment  to 
the  public  interests  by  a  general  law  or  under  existing  laws, 
the  committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such 
general  law,  or  *^  leave  to  withdraw,"  or  *'  inexpedient  to  legis- 
late." 

Notice,  to  Parties  IrUerested, 

Rule  7.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals, 
or  of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it 
affects  generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by 
public  advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,  with- 
out expense  to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  interested 
have  in  writing  waived  notice. 


Printing  and  DistrihxUion  of  Documents. 

Rule  8.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  such  regulations 
to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  oC  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
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order  of  either  bniDch,  shall  be  distribated  as  follows :  to  wit, 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  Oflice ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and, 
when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The 
Sergeant^at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and  distrib- 
ute the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  said  joint  committee.     [Amended  Jan.  8,  1886.] 

LimU  of  Time  AUotoed  for  Reports  of  Committees, 

Rule  9.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  second 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Committees  of  Conference. 

Role  10.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Introduction  of  Business. 

Rule  11.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal 
rights  of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Common- 
wealth, or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies, 
shall  be  proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise, 
except  by  report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented 
and  referred,  or  as  a  substitute  for  such  report.  Objection  to 
the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to 
that  of  the  third  reading. 
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Limit  of  Time  AUowed  for  New  Business. 

Rule  12.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation,  except  reports  required  to  be  made  to 
the  legislature,  proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first  Wednesda)* 
of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.  This 
rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  or  suspended,  except  bj' 
a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting  thereon. 

Duties  of  the  Clerks, 

Rule  13.  K  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  in- 
dorse upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

Rule  14.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective 
Clerks,  except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages 
may  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

Rule  15.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  en- 
grossed, they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
branches,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law ;  and,  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Engrossed  Bills  ;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be 
enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered 
to  the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rule  16.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve,  or  order, 
presented  or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature  of 
the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

Rule  17.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively. 

After  said  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  enacted,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for  his 
approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate  the 
day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 
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Rule  18.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid 
before  him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pi*e8cribed  in  the  case  of 
bills. 

CoiiBtUutioiial  Amendments, 

Rule  19.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and 
the  final  question  upon  agreeing  to  the  same  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays. 

Joint  Conventions. 

Rule  20.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Con- 
ventions of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals 
of  both  branches. 

Rule  21.  When  an  agieement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  22.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention 
is  formed. 

Joint  Electiona. 

Rule  23.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Elections  of  United  States  Senators, 

Rule  24.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for 
Senators  in  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two 
branches,  and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for 
Senator  has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been 
taken,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn, 
for  a  recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator;  and  these 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.     If  a  motion  is  made  for  a 
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recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first 
be  taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined, but  without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put  upoD 
taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this 
rule,  the  sense  of  the  Convention  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was 
called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the  yeas 
and  na^^s  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  25.  Any  joint  rule,  except  the  twelfth,  may  be  altered, 
suspended,  or  rescinded,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  in 
each  branch  consenting  thereto.
